Note:  Johann  Zumpe,  a  journeyman  of  the  famous  Shudi,  the  harpsichord 
maker,  was  a  Cierinan  working  in  London,  and  played  an  important  part  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  pianoforte;  he  has,  in  fact,  been  considered  by  some  the  inventor 
of  the  square  piano,  which  came  into  being  about  1760  through  attempts  at  improv- 
ing the  clavichord.  Burney,  in  Rees'  Cyclopedia,  1819  (article  Harpsichord) ,  says 
not  only  that  Zumpe  was  the  first  to  construct  these  small  pianos,  but  that  they  were 
in  tremendous  demand  throughout  the  kingdom.  The  oldest  known  piano  by  him, 
now  in  the  collection  of  Messrs.  Broadwood,  is  dated  1766;  and  the  present 
instrument,  which  bears  the  serial  number  16  stamped  on  the  back  of  the  name- 
board,  attests  to  the  care  and  time  necessary  to  execute  these  pianos,  whose  essentia! 
feature  was  a  simple  and  facile  hammer  action,  which  became  the  norm  for  nearl\ 
ail  square  pianos  for  a  period  of  forty  years.  A  piano  by  Zumpe  is  mentioned  in 
the  correspondence  of  the  poet  Gray  (letter  to  William  Mason,  May,  1767)  :  "You 
will  tell  me  w'hat  to  do  with  your  Zumpe,  which  has  amused  me  much  here  .  .  . 
The  bass  is  not  quite  of  a  piece  with  the  treble,  and  the  higher  notes  are  somewhat 
dry  and  sticky.  The  rest  discourses  very  elegant  music."  For  fuller  reference,  see 
Ency.  Brit.,  13th  ed.,  vol.  21,  p.  566,  and  drove's  Dictionary  of  Music  and 
Musicians,  3rd  ed.,  1935,  p.  155.
